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Twin Frosts Damage Crops 


Sweet Corn Hardest Hi 


Б Two freezes, striking within days of each other, 
may have resulted in the loss of 10,000 acres of sweet 
corn around the Lake Okeechobee area, Associate 
County Agent J. H. Causey said Tuesday. 

The first-freeze came Feb. at about 3 a. m. 
according to Wilbur Mincey, assistant U. S. Weather 
Bureau. Meteorologist, who said that another “cold 
waye" was expected on Friday, March 1. Estimates 
‘of sweet corn loss after the first frost.was estimat- 
ed at more than 5,000 acres. 

At Clewiston, the mercury dipped to 32.5 de- 
4 reported Mincey, and there was frost in the 
Belle Glade City Limits. 

+ Phe low reported in the city limits here was 
an official 39 degrees, according to Mincey. While 
at thé Everglades Experiment Station, where the 
observer has his office and recording quipment, the 
low was 31 degrees. 

К Between 640 and 800 acres of corn were евїї- 
mated lost by William R. Hatton, vice-president of 
Hatton Brothers, located northeast of Pahokee, the 
area that appeared to be the hardest hit by the first 

(freeze. 

The low reported from the Hatton property was 
22.degrees on a thermometer without cover while 
añother area showed 28 degrees. 

7. Agcording to a spokesman from South Bay 
Growers, Inc., there was some damage to leafty 
vegetables and radishes. . 

Lyons Williams, a field man for the 
Sweet Corn Advisory Committee, said that only the 
so-called "warm land" that is adjacent to Lake 
Okeechobee was spared. Williams went on to say 
that some of the growers began plowing up opera- 
tions on their young corn that was just coming up, 

The Florida Crop and Livestock Reporting Ser- 
vice estimated approximately 12,000 acres of sweet 
corn had been planted in the local area since the

from 34 to 40 degrees, said Mincey, and in areas 
away from the lake readings were between 28 and 
38 degrees. 


Young sugar cane was slightly damaged, but 
fs expected to grow out, a spokesman said, while 
there was no reported damage to celery. 


Cane ready for harvest will bemefit from the 
cold spell, said Mincey, as it will add to the sucrose 
content. 

While growers were waiting to see what the full 
loss to crops would be, the second freeze struck the 
Lake Okeachobee area, Saturday. The second 
freeze was lead in by rain and high wind that fol- 
lowd the first frosts. 

The effect of the two freezes on the industry 
will be several days in coming, said Williams. How- 
eyér, from all indications “all of the outside corn,” 
or those fields located away from the lake were 
lost or severely damaged, Williams reported Tuesday. 

Approximately 16,000 acres of corn were re- 
ported planted on the schedules announced by the 
crop reporting service, Causey said, when the wea- 
ther turned cold. 

A tour of the plantation and Homestead areas 
show that 1,250 acres of sweet corn may have been 
lost in these sections, said Williams. 

Zellwood area plantings, begun the first of the 
month, show there was no damage from either of 
these freezes, but that a cold snap later this month 
could hurt them. $ 

“The prettiest" seen in this section for several 
years’ я the way Williams described the crop that 
was wipéd out. Growers had been staggering the 
plantings to avoid overflowing the market during 
late April and” early May. 

The acreage reduction will result in less yield 
of those fields not destroyed, Williams said.

Threat To A Free Press 


The right of the American 
public to know what is going 
оп in the world of crime is 
basic to the protection of good 
order in the nation. If Amer- 
icans are denied the right to 
know all the facts concerning 
arrests, for example, they will 
be unable to have a true pic- 
ture of criminal activity and 
how their communities are en- 


Unfortunately, the House of 
Delegates of the American Bar 
Association has taken action 
that seriously impinges on the 
Tight of the free press to gath- 
“er facts and on the right of the 
“people to know. At its recent 
‘meeting in Chicago, the ABA 
adopted new rules of conduct 
for lawyers and new proce- 
dures for judges. If these are 

into effect by state bar as- 
sociations, the American peo- 
ple will be dangerously depri- 
ved of needed information. 

Under the new ABA rules, 
it would be unethical for a pro- 
secutor or a defense lawyer to 
tell newsmen anything about a 
pending case except the barest 
facts regarding а defendant's 
identity. 

For example, a lawyer would 
be forbidden to cite a defend- 
ant's arrést record or previous 
convictions, Нё could not dis- 
close whether a person charged 
with a crime had made a con- 
fession, No information could 

‚ be released on the results of 
police tests administered. Nor 
could data be released. on wit- 
nesses. 

The ABA also recommended 
that police departments adopt 
similar restrictions. And jud. 
ges are urged to employ con- 
tempt powers to enforce the 
restrictions on the police and 
lawyers. In addition, the news 
media would be barred from 
pre-trial hearings and {тот 
portions of a trial held with- 

out the presence of a jury. 

There is terrible danger in 
these recommendations, which 
were approved by a vote of 
176 to 68. The way would be 
cleared for prosecutors to hold 
proceedings that were virtually 
secret in nature. Police officials 
could conceal arrest informa- 
tion that would be politically 
damaging to officials. 

The public would be depri- 
ved of information concern- 
ing dangers in its midst. The 
ABA rules represent a giant 
step in the direction of abo- 
lishing the historic freedom of 
the press which has been a 
powerful instrument in protect- 
ing the liberties of the people. 

The House of Delegates of 
the American Bar Association 
Каз a right to make whatever 
rules it pleases for its own 

í — up to a point, that 
“is. The cut-off point is where 
“such rules deprive the public 
«¡Of necessary information and 
threaten the open nature об 
the American court system. 
The ABA has no writ of auth- 
ority to trespass on the public's 
right to know through the 
vency of a free press. The Unit- 
Jed States Constitution, and the 
{Constitutions of the 50 states, 
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do not give the ABA authority 
to issue rules that have the 
force of law or that tend to 
cause violations of constitu- 
tional freedoms. 


What the ABA rules suggest 
is a new form of censorship 
over the press. This point was 
made in forceful manner by 
one of the ABA delegates, 
Frank N. Bratton of Athens, 
Tenn. 


"I do not believe,” said Mr. 
Bratton, “that the courts 
shosid ever assume censorship 
over (he press, because when- 
ever the Courts are allowed а 
censorship in any form, this 
will be our first step in the loss 
of our liberty and freedom of 
the press." 


The proposed ABA restric. 
tions are all the more unjust 
fied in view of the rise of cri- 
minality in our country. The 
United States faces а grave 
crime problem, with тапу 
forms of violence threatening 
public order and with organiz- 
ed crime taking a stronger grip 
оп our cities. In addition, there 
is the growth of drug-peddling 
on college campuses as well as 
in towns and cities. This crime, 


ABA succeeds in depriving the 
public of information that only 
the news media can furnish, 
the criminal element in this 

tion will have won a great vic- 
tory. If the press may not ex- 
pose all the available facts on 
lawbreakers, the hoodlum ele- 
ment will have vastly greater 
opportunity to tyrannize Amer- 
ican communities. Clearly, the 
House of Delegates of the ABA 
should weigh the implication 
of its decision and reconsider
